The Groundwater Protection District is

district shall apply to all new 
construction, reconstruction, or 
expansion of existing buildings and 
new or expanded uses. Applicable 
activities or uses ina portion of one 
of the underlying zoning districts 
which fall within the Groundwater 
Protection District must additionally 
comply with the requirements of this 
district. Uses that are prohibited in 
the underlying zoning districts shall 
not be permitted in the Groundwater 
Protection District.

5. DISTRICT BOUNDARY 
DISPUTES 


Any substance or mixture of physical, 
chemical, or infectious 
characteristics posing a significant, 
actual, or potential hazard to water 
supplies or other hazards to human 
health if such substance or mixture 
were discharged to land or water of 
the Town of Hopedale. Toxic or 
hazardous materials include, without 
limitation, synthetic organic 
chemicals, petroleum products, heavy 
metals, radioactive or infectious 
wastes, acids and alkalis, and all 
substances defined as Toxic or 
Hazardous under Massachusetts General 
Laws (MGL) Chapter 21C and 21E and 310 
CMR 30.00, and also include such 
products as solvents and thinners in 
quantities greater than normal 
household use, and Ch XXIII, section 
1 & 2, Town of Hopedale Town Bylaw. 


For the purposes of this district, 
there are hereby established within 
the Town certain groundwater 
protection areas, consisting of 
aquifers or recharge areas which are 
delineated on a map. This map is at 
a scale of 1 inch to 1,000 feet and is 
entitled "Groundwater Protection 
District, Town of Hopedale," dated 
September 1987. This map is hereby 
made a part of the town zoning and is 
on file in the Office of the Town 
Clerk. 


If the location of the District 
boundary in relation to a particular 
parcel is in doubt, resolution of 
boundary disputes shall be through a 
Special Permit application to the 
Special Permit Granting Authority 
(SPGA). Any application for a special 
permit for this purpose shall be 
accompanied by adequate documentation. 


The burden of proof shall be upon the 
owner(s) of the land in question to 
show where the bounds should properly 
be located. At the request of the 
owner(s), the town may engage a 


professional engineer (civil or 
sanitary), hydrologist, geologist, or 
soil scientist to determine more 
accurately the boundaries of the 
district with respect to individual 
parcels of land, and may charge the 
owner(s) for all or part of the cost 
of the investigation. 

6. USE REGULATIONS In the Groundwater Protection District 
the following regulations shall apply: 


A. Permitted Uses 


The following uses are permitted within the Groundwater 
Protection District, provided that all necessary permits, orders, 
or approvals required by local, state, or federal law are also 
obtained: 


i. conservation of soil, water, plants, and wildlife; 

ii. outdoor recreation, nature study, boating, fishing, and 
hunting where otherwise legally permitted; 

iii. foot, bicycle and/or horse paths, and bridges; 

iv. normal operation and maintenance of existing water bodies 
and dams, splash boards, and other water control, supply and 
conservation devices; 

v. maintenance, repair, and enlargement of any existing 
structure, subject to Section B (prohibited uses) and 
Section C (special permitted uses) ; 

vi. residential development, subject to Section B (prohibited 
uses) and Section C (special permitted uses) ; 

vil. farming, gardening, nursery, conservation, forestry, 
harvesting, and grazing, subject to Section B (prohibited 
uses) and Section C (special permitted uses) ; 


viii. construction, maintenance, repair, and enlargement of 


drinking water supply related facilities such as, but not 
limited to, wells, pipelines, aqueducts, and tunnels. 


Underground storage tanks, related to these activities are 
not categorically permitted. 


B. Prohibited Uses 
The following uses are prohibited. 


i. landfills and open dumps as defined in 310 CMR 19.006; 
ii. storage of liquid petroleum products, except the following: 


a. normal household use, outdoor maintenance, and heating of 
a structure; 

b. waste oil retention facilities required by statute, rule, 
or regulation; 

Cc. emergency generators required by statute, rule, or 
regulation; 

d. treatment works approved under 314 CMR 5.00 for treatment 
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of ground or surface water; 


provided that such storage, listed in items a. through d. 
above, is in free-standing containers within buildings or 
above ground with secondary containment adequate to contain 
a spill the size of the container’s total storage capacity; 
landfilling of sludge or septage as defined in 310 CMR 32.05; 
storage of sludge and septage, unless such storage is in 
compliance with 310 CMR 32.30 and 310 CMR 32.31; 

individual sewage disposal systems that are designed in 

accordance with 310 CMR 15.00 to receive more than 110 

gallons of sewage per quarter acre under one ownership per 

day, or 440 gallons of sewage on any one acre under one 
ownership per day, whichever is greater, provided that: 

a. the replacement or repair of a system, which will not 
result in an increase in design capacity over the 
original design, or the design capacity of 310 CMR 15.00, 
whichever is greater, shall be exempted; 

b. in cluster subdivisions the total sewage flow allowed 
shall be calculated based on the number of percable lots 
in the entire parcel; 

storage of deicing chemicals unless such storage, including 

loading areas, is within a structure designed to prevent the 

generation and escape of contaminated runoff or leachate; 
storage of animal manure unless covered or contained in 
accordance with the specifications of the United States Soil 

Conservation Service; 

earth removal, consisting of the removal of soil, loam, sand, 

gravel, or any other earth material (including mining 

activities) to within 6 feet of historical high groundwater 
as determined from monitoring wells and historical water 
table fluctuation data compiled by the United States 

Geological Survey, except for excavations for building 

foundations, roads, or utility works; 

facilities that generate, treat, store, or dispose of 

hazardous waste and hazardous materials subject to MGL 21C 

and 21E and 310 CMR 30.000 and 310 CMR 40.000, except the 
following: 

a. very small quantity generators as defined under 310 CMR 
30.000; 

b. household hazardous waste centers and events under 310 
CMR 1307330; 

c. waste oil retention facilities required by MGL Chapter 
21, Section 52A: 

dad. water remediation treatment works approved by DEP for the 
treatment of contaminated ground or surface waters; 

automobile graveyards and junkyards, as defined in MGL 

Chapter 140B, Section 1; 

treatment works that are subject to 314 CMR 5.00 including 

privately owned sewage treatment facilities, except the 

following: 

a. the replacement or repair of an existing treatment works 
that will not result in a design capacity greater than 
the design capacity of the existing treatment works; 
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b. the replacement of existing subsurface sewage disposal 
system(s) with wastewater treatment works that will not 
result in a design capacity greater than the design 
capacity of the existing system(s); 

c. treatment works approved by the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection designed for the treatment of 
contaminated groundwater; 

dad. Sewage treatment facilities in those areas with existing 
water quality problems when it has been demonstrated to 
the Department of Environmental Protection’s and the 
Special Permit Granting Authority’s satisfaction both 
that these problems are attributable to current septic 
problems and that there will be a net improvement in 
water quality. 

storage of hazardous materials, as defined in MGL Chapter 

21E, unless ina free standing container within a building or 

above ground with adequate secondary containment adequate to 
contain a spill the size of the container’s total storage 
capacity; 

industrial and commercial uses which discharge process 

wastewater on-site; 

stockpiling and disposal of snow and ice containing deicing 

chemicals if brought in from outside the district; 

storage of commercial fertilizers, as defined in MGL Chapter 

128, Section 64, unless such storage is within a structure 

designated to prevent the generation and escape of 

contaminated runoff or leachate; 

the use of septic system cleaners which contain toxic or 

hazardous chemicals. 

Uses and Activities Requiring a Special Permit 

The following uses and activities are permitted only upon the 

issuance of a Special Permit by the Special Permit Granting 

Authority (SPGA) under such conditions as they may require: 

enlargement or alteration of existing uses that do not 

conform to the use regulations of the Groundwater Protection 

District; 

the application of pesticides, including herbicide, 

insecticides, fungicides, and rodenticides, for non-domestic 

or nonagricultural uses in accordance with state and federal 
standards. The special permit shall be granted if such 
standards are met. If applicable, the applicant should 
provide documentation of compliance with a Yearly Operating 

Plan (YOP) for vegetation management operations under 333 CMR 

11.00 or a Department of Food and Agriculture approved 

Pesticide Management Plan or Integrated Pest Management (IPM) 

program under 333 CMR 12.00; 

the application of fertilizers for non-domestic or non- 

agricultural uses. Such applications shall be made ina 

manner so as to minimize adverse impacts on groundwater due 
to nutrient transport, deposition, and sedimentation; 

those activities that involve the handling of toxic or 

hazardous materials in quantities greater than those 

associated with normal household use, permitted in the 
underlying zoning district (except as prohibited under 
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Section B). Such activities shall require a special permit to 
prevent contamination of groundwater; 

the construction of dams or other water control devices, 
ponds, pools, or other changes in waterbodies or courses, 
created for swimming, fishing, or other recreational uses, 
agricultural uses, or drainage improvements. Such activities 
shall not adversely affect water quality or quantity; 

any use that will render impervious more than 15% or 2,500 
square feet of any lot, whichever is greater. A system for 
groundwater recharge must be provided which does not degrade 
groundwater quality. For non-residential uses, recharge 
shall be by stormwater infiltration basins or similar system 
covered with natural vegetation, and dry wells shall be used 
only where other methods are infeasible. For all non- 
residential uses, all such basins and wells shall be preceded 
by oil, grease, and sediment traps to facilitate removal of 
contamination. Any and all recharge areas shall be 
permanently maintained in full working order by the owner. 


PROCEDURES FOR ISSUANCE 
OF SPECIAL PERMIT A. The Special Permit Authority 


under this bylaw shall be the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. Such special permit 
shall be granted if the SPGA 
determines, in consultation with the 
Board of Health, the Conservation 
Commission, the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners or the Department of 
Public Works and Planning Board that 
the intent of this bylaw, as well as 
its specific criteria, are met. The 
SPGA shall not grant a special permit 
under this section unless’7~ the 
petitioner’s application materials 
include, in the SPGA’s_- opinion, 
sufficiently detailed, 

definite, and credible information to 
support positive findings in relation 
to the standards given in this 
section. The SPGA shall document the 
basis for any departures from the 
recommendations of the other town 
boards or agencies in its decision. 


B. Upon receipt of the special permit 
application, the SPGA shall transmit 
one copy to the Planning Board, Board 
of Health, the Conservation 
Commission, and Department of Public 
Works for their written 
recommendations. Failure to respond 
in writing within 35 days of receipt 
by the Board shall indicate approval 
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or no desire to comment by said 
agency. The necessary number of 
copies of the application shall be 
furnished by the applicant. 


C. The SPGA may grant the required 
special permit only upon finding that 
the proposed use meets the following 
standards, those specified in Section 
6 of this bylaw, and any regulations 
or guidelines adopted by the SPGA. 
The proposal use must: 


1. in no way, during construction or 
thereafter, adversely affect the 
existing or potential quality of 
quantity of water that is available in 
the Groundwater Protection District, 
and 

2. .be designed to avoid substantial 
disturbance of the soils, topography, 
drainage, vegetation, and other water- 
related natural characteristics of the 
site to be developed. 


D. The SPGA may adopt regulations to 
govern design features of projects. 
Such regulations shall be consistent 
with subdivision regulations adopted 
by the Planning Board. 


E. The applicant shall file 4 copies 
of a site plan and attachments. The 
site plan shall be drawn at a proper 
scale as determined by the SPGA and be 
stamped by a professional engineer. 
All additional submittals shall be 
prepared by qualified professionals. 
The site plan and its attachments 
shall at a minimum include the 
following information where pertinent: 


1. a complete list of chemicals, 
pesticides, herbicides, fertilizers, 
fuels, and other potentially hazardous 
materials to be used or stored on the 
premises in quantities greater than 
those associated with normal household 
use; 

2. for those activities using or 
storing such hazardous materials, a 
hazardous materials management plan 
shall be prepared and filed with the 
Hazardous Materials Coordinator, Fire 
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Chief, and Board of Health. The plan 
shall include: 


a. provisions to protect against the 
discharge of hazardous materials or 
wastes to the environment due to 
spillage, accidental damage, 
corrosion, leakage, or vandalisn, 
including spill containment and 
clean-up procedures; 

b. provisions for indoor, secured 
storage of hazardous materials and 
wastes with impervious floor 
surfaces; 

c. evidence of compliance with the 
Regulations of the Massachusetts 
Hazardous Waste Management Act 310 
CMR 30, including obtaining an EPA 
identification number from the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

3. proposed down-gradient 
location(s) for groundwater 
monitoring well(s), should the SPGA 
deem the activity a potential 
groundwater threat. 


F. -The SPGA shall hold a hearing, in 
conformity with the provision of MGL 
Chapter 40A, Section 9, within 65 
days after the filing of the 
application and after the review by 
the other Town Boards, Departments, 
and Commissions. 


Notice of the public hearing shall 
be given by publication and posting 
and by first-class mailings to 
"parties of interest" as defined in 
MGL Chapter 40A, Section 11. The 
decision of the SPGA and any 
extension, modification, or renewal 
thereof shall be filed with the SPGA 
and Town Clerk within 90 days 
following the closing of the public 
hearing. Failure of the SPGA to act 
within 90 days shall be deemed as a 
granting of the permit. However, no 
work shall commence until a 
certification is recorded as 
required by said Section 11. 


G. Written notice of any violations 
of this Ordinance shall be given by 
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8. SEVERABILITY 
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the Building Inspector to the 
responsible person as soon as 
possible after detection of a 
violation or a continuing violation. 
Notice to the assessed owner of the 
property shall be deemed notice to 
the responsible person. Such notice 
shall specify the requirement or 
restriction violated and the nature 
of the violation, and may also 
identify the actions necessary to 
remove or remedy the violations and 
preventive measures required for 
avoiding future violations anda 
schedule of compliance. A copy of 
such notice shall be submitted to 
the Board of Health, Conservation 
Commission, Department of Public 
Works, and Water Department. The cost 
of containment, clean-up, or other 
action of compliance shall be borne 
by the owner and operator of the 
premises. 


For situations that require remedial 


action to prevent adverse impact to 
the water resources within the 
Groundwater Protection District, the 
Town of Hopedale, the Building 
Inspector, the Board of Health, or 
any of their agents may order the 
owner or operator of the premises to 
remedy the violation. If said owner 
and/or operator does not comply with 
said order, the Town of Hopedale, 
the Building Inspector, the Board of 
Health, or any of their agents, if 
authorized to enter upon such 
premises under the terms of the 
special permit or otherwise, may act 
to remedy the violation. The 
remediation cost shall be the 
responsibility of the owner and 
operator of the premises. 


A determination that any portion or 

provision of this section is 
invalid shall not invalidate any other 
portion or provision thereof, nor 
shall it invalidate any special permit 
previously issued thereunder.

To the voters of Hopedale: 


Today's Town Meeting will actually be conducted as two 
separate meetings. The first is the Annual meeting for Fiscal 
year 1995, which runs from July 1, 1994 to June 30, 1995. 

The second meeting is our Special Town Meeting to accommodate 
financial transactions for fiscal year 1994, the current fiscal year 
which ends June 30, 1994. 


This Special Town Meeting will deal exclusively with budgetary 
transfers between departmental line items: 


In Fiscal Year 1994, we had appropriated $15,000 for the Reserve 
Fund, but this proved inadequate. Consequently, we will vote to 
transfer an additional $2,000 to this account for the remainder of the 
year. For Fiscal Year 1995, we are recommending that this account be 
increased to $25,000. 


Additionally, the Town Counsel account has beed depleted. We 
had appropriated for Fiscal Year 1994 $75,000, approved a $5,200 
transfer from the Reserve Account and need a transfer of $23,000 
for the remainder of the fiscal year. 


The Board of Health has also requested $10,000 to accommodate 
increases in trash disposal fees. 


__ These are the major items to be dealth with in the Special Town 
Meeting. The Finance Committee recommends a Favorable action 
dn these transfers.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


In Fiscal Year 1994, We have made significant financial 
commitments that will impact us in Fiscal year 1995 (Fire 
Apparatus and Memorial School Renovation and Addition) 
and will possibly be adding to our debt service within the near 
future ( Police Building, Highway Vehicles, and handicapped 
accessibilty renovations). For these reasons, the Finance Committee 
is attempting to increase the Stabilization Account to allow the Town 
to utilize some ( or all ) of these funds for future Debt Service. In our 
meeting today, the Finance Committee is recommending to fund the 
Stabilization Account in the amount of $100,000. 


Also included in the Fiscal Year 1995 Budget Are: 


- $71,000 to cover the shortage in FY '94 Snow Removal Account. 
- $120,000 for the cost of outgoing School Choice Students. 


- $67,463 for the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational School 
assessement, an increase of $11,600. 


- $5,000 to allow the Planning Board to produce promotional 
material about Hopedale's commercial and Industrial 
development opportunities. 


- $10,600 for the operational expenses of the anticipated new 
Police Department Building. 


For the coming year, salary increases have mostly been limited 
to 2.5%. School salaries, however, are up 7.1% and increases of this 
size may not be sustainable in the near future without continued 
increases in State aid.

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR A 
LOCAL INITIATIVE PROCEDURE 
IN HOPEDALE 
FOR THE SUBMISSION OF QUESTIONS TO THE VOTERS 
UNDER G.L. c59, Section 21C (h) 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in the Town of Hopedale a local 
initiative procedure for the submission of questions to the voters under 
G.L. c59, Section 21C (h). 


Section 2. The local initiative procedure shall be implemented by 
initiative petition. At any time between one hundred eighty days and 
sixty days prior to the Annual Town Election, any ten qualified voters 
of the Town of Hopedale may file an affidavit with the Town Clerk 
requesting an initiative petition and setting forth the question under 
G.L. c59, Section 21C (h) to be submitted to the voters. 


Section 3. Said Town Clerk shall forthwith thereupon deliver to any 
person making a request, one or several copies of petition blanks 
demanding that such question be submitted to the voters, copies of which 
he/she shall keep on hand and produce as needed. Said blanks issued 

by said Town Clerk shall include his/her signature and official seal 
attached thereto, the date of the filing of the affidavit, the aforesaid 
question to be submitted to the voters, places for the name and address 
of petitioners, and shall be addressed to the Selectmen; said blanks 

may be freely copied and, provided they are legible and not materially 
altered, said copies shall, for the pruposes of this act, be as 
acceptable as any like blank issued by said Town Clerk. 


Section 4. Said initiative petition shall be returned and filed with 

said Town Clerk not less that sixty days prior to the Annual Town Election 
and shall be signed by at least eight percent of the qualified voters in 
said Town. The Registrars of Voters shall forthwith certify thereon the 
number of signatures which are names of voters of said Town. 


Section 5. If such petition shall be found and certified by said Registrars 
to be sufficient, said Town Clerk shall submit the same with his/her 
certificate to the Selectmen without delay. Said Selectmen shall place 

such questions called for by certified petitions described herein on the 
Annual Town Election ballot for submittal to the voters and such questions 
shall be worded as required by G.L. c.59, Section 21C (h). 


Section 6. If a majority of the persons voting on a question herein 
described shall vote in the affirmative, said question shall be deemed 

to be approved and the limit on total taxes assessed shall be decreased 

to the percentage so voted for that fiscal year. If more than one such 
question for the same fiscal year is approved at any election, only the 
question approved with the greatest dollar amount shall be the one to take 
effect. 
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Section 7. The invalidity of any section or provision of this act 
shall not invalidate any other section or provision thereof. 


Section 8. This Act shall take effect upon its passage. 
Motion made and duly seconded. 


There was a split decision on the Finance Committees recommendation.

Mr. Robert Metcalf spoke in favor of this article and explained this article 
to the voters.

19 and said 
assistant town clerk shall have and perform all the duties and powers and be subject 
to all the requirements and penalties applicable to assistant town clerks as 
provided in the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


Motion made and duly seconded and Town Clerk Mary L. Draper strongly opposed this 
move. Town Clerk Mary L. Draper presented her arguments against the need for an 
assistant town clerk, such as the Legislature has fully addressed the issue of 
assistant town clerk through G.L. c.41, section 19. This statue says that a Town 
Clerk only may appoint an assistant. The Hopedale Town Clerk is an independent 
elected official and not answerable to the dictates of other-officials. With a law 
already in place stating that a Town Clerk may appoint an assistant, the Legislature 
will not pass a law stating that a clerk shall appoint an assistant. Even worse 
this Act essentially tells the Clerk who to chose, by requiring that the choice be 
made from appointees of other boards. This is a significant intrusion into the - 
independence of the Town Clerk which the Legislature will never approve. To pass 
this article would be a futile act because the Legislature would never pass it. 


Therefore this is a waste of my time, your time and I strongly urge you to defeat 
this article. 


The Finance Committee recommends unfavorable action on this article. 


After all parties had an opportunity to be heard the Moderator called for a 
voice vote on the motion which was unanimously defeated.by voice vote. 


Article 23. Selectman Chairman DiPietropolo moved that the Town change the 
bylaws of the Town of Hopedale by deleting the present Chapter II, Sections One and 
Two, and replacing said sections with the following new sections One and Two.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
FISCAL YEAR 1994 


Fiscal Year 1994 was a very busy year for the Board of Selectmen. 
We have hired a new Town Coordinator, Chris Gaffney, a new 
Treasurer/Collector, Christine Collins, and a new part-time 
Assistant Assessor, Russell Murray. The performance of these 
individuals in these positions is pivotal to the effectiveness of 
the core services we provide to Hopedale residents. Our initial 
impression is that we hired very qualified, conscientious, and 
hard working people to fill these positions. We think that the 
townspeople who have come into contact with them would agree =and 
we are very happy with their performance to date. 


As we look towards the future, we have embarked on several new 
projects that will ensure our Town’s continued prosperity. 
Undoubtedly the event that will impact the Town substantially in 
the near future and into the 21st century will be the decision by 
the voters to build an addition to the Memorial School and 
perform needed repairs. The Selectmen have worked closely with 
the School Building Committee to ensure that the project is in 
the best interests of the residents. We have no doubt that the 
voters made the right decision at the Special Town Meeting and 
are proud to be part of an effort that will ensure the success of 
our greatest resource: our children. 


The Selectmen were also very involved with the purchase of a 
vacant office condominium building at 70 Hopedale Street. The 
voters were presented with the option of purchasing the building 
(to be utilized primarily as a new Police station) at the 1994 
Annual Town Meeting. The voters overwhelmingly approved the 
acquisition. Any resident who has recently visited the current 
police station understands their critical space needs. The 
location of the building and it’s accessibility to the disabled 
also made it a sound investment. Additional office space in the 
building can be used to house government functions that are not 
currently, but should be, accessible to the disabled. Special 
credit goes to Police Chief Eugene Costanza. His tireless effort 
to improve his department was a marvel. 


Just as important, but certainly less glamorous, has been the 
work of the Assessor’s office in the state mandated property 
revaluation in Hopedale. It was a team effort among the 
Assessors and personnel of the Selectmen’s office in seeing this 
complex and time consuming process through to fruition. A great 
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majority of the work was done without a principle Assessor, 
although Russ Murray certainly provided much needed guidance at 
the end of the process. While it took more time then normal, it 
was done at a lower cost, primarily due to the volunteer efforts 
of the Assessor’s themselves. Additionally, the values generated 
were accepted by the Department of Revenue. The process resulted 
in a late production of tax rate and tax bills. Certainly an 
easier way out would have been to revert back to semi-annual tax 
billing, which would have been a giant leap backwards. Obviously 
easier is not always better, and we truly applaud the officials 
that kept us on track. We are very confident that the process 
will proceed smoothly in FY95. 


Much of the Board’s time in Fiscal Year 1994 was spent 
negotiating a 99-year lease with the Hopedale Country Club, a 
process approved by Town Meeting. We established an ad hoc 
committee to advise us and met numerous times with Counsel and 
Country Club representatives to develop a lease. Much 
information and mis-information was prevalent during the 
negotiations but one fact remained; 386 of 407 voters at the 1993 
Annual Town meeting voted in favor of the 99 year lease, a 95% 
margin. Clearly this was a lease that the townspeople wanted. 
Moreover, we are confident that the lease serves the wishes of 
the voters and have every reason to believe that the country 
Club, under the auspices of the current Board of Directors, will 
continue to be a unique amenity to the Town, adding to the 
quality of life and attractiveness of Hopedale as a place to 
live. 


Twice in fiscal 1994, the Selectmen placed debt exclusion 
questions on the ballot asking voters whether they wanted to 
exclude the debt on the school project from the confines of 
Proposition 2 and 1/2. Twice, the voters rejected the measure by 
close margins. Our attention will now turn to the best way to 
fund the project and maintain a quality level of service. We 
pledge our commitment to providing the best service we can at 
whatever level of funding is forthcoming from the taxpayers. 


We spent much time in union negotiations in FY94, with the Police 
and Fire Departments and a new bargaining unit made up of 
personnel from the Road Department, the Water and Sewer 
Department, and the Assessor’s office. Although we did not 
reach agreement in FY94 with any of these bargaining units, we 
appreciate the civility of the negotiations and look forward to 
reaching agreements that serve both the employees and the 
taxpayers. We did develop a compromise position on a dispute 
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over employee health insurance payments that was eventually 
accepted by the unions, the Finance Committee and voted 
unanimously at a Special Town Meeting. We also negotiated 
contracts with our Police Chief, Fire Chief, and Town 
Coordinator. We feel these agreements have provided greater 
protection to the Town then previous agreements and result in 
greater incentives for the individuals to perform at a high 
level. 


The Selectmen approached several surrounding communities to work 
towards regionalizing services. While we remain willing to 
explore ways to regionalize services, the surrounding communities 
have been reluctant. We did meet extensively with the Town of 
Upton to develop a shared dispatching service in anticipation of 
Enhanced-911, but we found the personnel issues to be 
unresolvable and had to drop the plan. We continue to be part of 
a purchasing consortium of several municipalities and have been 
able to provide supplies and services, such as fuel and paving, 
at a reduced cost. 


The Selectmen, working with the Road Commissioners and our state 
legislators, were able to acquire two grants. A $1,500 grant was 
approved by the Governor’s Highway Safety bureau to purchase road 
safety equipment. A state grant of over $250,000 was awarded to 
pave Route 16 from the Mendon Town Line to the Milford Town line. 
Town officials first filed a federal grant which was denied. 
However, we re-filed with the state and through lobbying efforts 
of the Selectmen, Road Commissioners and State Senator Matthew 
Amorello and Representative Marie Parente, we were able to 
convince the state that it was a worthwhile project. 


In addition to working with the Road Commissioners on the 
aforementioned projects (in addition to others), we also worked 
closely with the Water and Sewer Commissioners on some personnel 
issues (hiring and union negotiations) as well as in the 
implementation of a voluntary, and eventual mandatory, water ban. 
We applaud the Commissioners for making the tough, yet somewhat 
unpopular decision to file for a water ban. It is vital that we 
preserve our water for its most needed uses. We are also 
confident that the Commissioners will work hard to find, and will 
Succeed, in finding additional viable water sources. 


The Board also worked on a number of smaller issues. We were 

approved for a Peer-to-Peer assistance grant through the State 
| Executive Office of Communities and Development to assist us in 
forming a capital planning committee but have not been able to 
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identify enough residents willing to serve on the committee. We 
worked closely with the Industrial Development Commission on the 
Draper Complex feasibility study which was completed by a 
consulting team from the University of Massachusetts at Amherst. 
We worked with the Planning Board on certain aspects of the 
Master Plan and the Zoning Map Update and continue to work with 
them on a comprehensive update of our zoning bylaws. We also had 
all of the lights changed in the Town Hall to energy efficient 
bulbs through a program sponsored by Massachusetts Electric. The 
work was done free of charge and will result in lower energy 
costs. We negotiated an increase of $2400 in the annual lease 
with Ammen’s Insurance for space in the Town Hall. We have also 
reviewed a proposal for an affordable housing subdivision on 
Hopedale Street which is in the early stage of development. Asa 
result of this application, we have adopted regulations that will 
enhance our ability to assess affordable housing developments. 


A report of this type would not be complete without a mention of 
the Town’s legal suits. Two of the Selectmen in addition to 
other former and present town officials have charged with 
violating the civil rights of Hopedale resident and property 
owner Joseph Menfi (primarily for alleged overtaxation). This 
suit is unresolved. Mr. Menfi additionally has filed an 
Appellate Tax Board action maintaining that his property 
valuation is too high. This case is unresolved although the 
Board offered a good faith compromise assessment in the hopes of 
a equitable resolution. These latter two actions filed by Mr. 
Menfi cost over $60,000 in legal expenses to defend. Mr. Robert 
Metcalf of Hopedale has also filed a suit against the Town. This 
matter remains unresolved. Mr. Leo Barrett, a former Water 
Department employee, has filed a suit against the Town for 
discrimination. This case is unresolved. We are disheartened 
that these suits have helped push our legal expenses to a very 
high level. We feel, however, that we have an important 
responsibility to defend the officials involved. 


We do not like to spend money on legal defense. It gives us no 
pleasure. However, the repercussions of losing these cases will 
effect all taxpayers in Hopedale, by either increasing tax bills 
or using tax funds to pay settlement costs, eventually causing 
service reductions. We look forward to the day when these cases 
are resolved. Moreover, we laud the efforts put forth by our 
Town Counsel, the firm of Kopelman and Paige. Their attorneys 
specializes in municipal law and serve over 70 communities in 
Massachusetts. We feel we could hire another firm, but we think 
the expertise would be less and the costs would be similar. 
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Furthermore, we feel it would be impossible for a single attorney 
to adequately represent the Town in these cases. The suits are 
too complex, the scope is too broad, and the stakes are too high. 


On a brighter note, 1994 will be a year that our community can 
claim itself as the home of the Division 2 State Field Hockey 
Champions. The Hopedale Girls Field Hockey team beat all odds 
and became the 1994 State Champions. Their accomplishment is a 
lesson to all of us; They kept trying even when the situation 
indicated defeat. They did not quit until the final whistle ina 
modern day recreation of David and Goliath, and they prevailed. 
If the future of our Town is dictated by our children, then 
Hopedale’s future is bright. 


In closing, we appreciate the hard work of all employees, 
officials, and volunteers who continue to serve the residents to 
the best of their ability. We could not possible name all of the 
other daily activities we work on or all the persons who 
diligently served the taxpayers in fiscal year 1994 and made the 
Town of Hopedale a great place to live. We encourage you to help 
us by becoming informed and voting at the elections and town 
Meeting. We also encourage you to call Town Hall with your 
questions and concerns. We are here to serve.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board scheduled 17 meetings between July 1, 
1993 and June 30, 1994. These meetings included public hearings 
on the zoning bylaw covering well head protection. 


The Planning Board completed the first phase of the Town 
Master Plan, submitted for and received a grant for up to $5,000 
for updating the zoning map (grant from the Blackstone River 
Valley National Historic Corridor Commission). Bids were 
obtained and the 1973 map was updated for all zoning changes 
through 1993. The map is now computer based CADD to allow for 
easy updates and was completed in December of 1993. 


In December 1993, the Board awarded to the Central 
Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission the re-writing of our 
bylaws. work continues on this project. The Master Plan, issued 
in the Spring of 1993 was accepted by the Planning Board in 
January 1994. 


The Planning Board lost two members (Secretary Tom Anderson 
moved out of state) and gained two new members at the annual 
election.

A number of significant events have occurred over the past few 
months which your I.D.C. views as a foundation for potential 
commercial/industrial growth. The Town’s original industrial 
designers of the first one-hundred years achieved remarkable 
results when their planning produced a model company town. These 
results were not achieved overnight and ours will not be either. 


The first step taken toward new industrial development was the 
work performed by the Town’s representatives to the Milford 
Overall Economic Development Committee. Many of these same 
individuals are now members of the I.D.C. and their efforts now 
enable Hopedale to access federal funds for commercial and 
industrial growth on a priority basis. Although we compete on a 
national level, Hopedale is now viewed as an active partner ina 
regional development picture. 


Another significant development was the study completed by the 
Center for Economic Development at the University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst. The purpose of the study was to 
determine the re-use potential of the former Draper Mill. 
Although some of the proposed options are open for debate, the 
study points out the need to diversify uses. 


‘An additional step forward occurred when the Selectmen voted to 
-Yeduce the commercial\industrial tax rate by 9%. This is part of 
an ongoing effort to enhance our program to attract much needed 
meeeness growth. 


ener town boards have been participants in activities that lend 
‘themselves to the industrial development process. The Hopedale 
Planning Board, by virtue of its involvement in the completion of 
the Master Plan and a computerized new zoning map has positioned 
the Town to take advantage of outside funding sources. 


As we move forward, we do so in a cooperative way. At every 
major interval, our efforts have been supported by our local 

legislators, Senator Matthew Amorello and Representative Marie 
Parente. Their help has enabled us to meet and plan with key

A special mention should also be made of the help rendered by

continues to monitor our progress and offer recommendations. 


Our appreciation is also extended to Joan Redden and the 
directors of the Milford Area Chamber of Commerce for hosting a 
meeting of Hopedale businesses. 


As a committee, we do not have all the answers to solving the 
complex issues surrounding the reuse of the Draper Mill. These 
issues include traffic, environmental, infrastructure, and 
structural analysis. In view of its location in the center of 
Town, some of these issues are truly unique. We are open to 
suggestions for possible uses as we continue to work with the 
building owner. 


We have requested financial assistance from our state government 
to provide answers to the questions needing resolution and are 
hopeful of receiving our first $50,000 grant in the near future.

The Board of Health is pleased to report the following actions taken during the past fiscal year. 
The board was reorganized after the March elections Louis Costanza was added as the newest 
member. Peter Mitchell was elected the chairman of the board. Leonard Izzo was hired as the 
health agent. 


Tobacco products have been made more difficult to be purchased by minors as the board invoked 
a bylaw banning the sale of cigarettes to minors. The board also banned the use of tobacco 
vending machines in Hopedale. 


Inspection of food establishments and the issuing of food permits are now being completed in 
a more timely fashion. All food services, including charitable groups, are required to obtain 
food permits. Those groups who are charitable ( little league, Friends of Music, etc.) have the 
fee waived. 

A dog and cat rabies clinic was held in April. 


An oil disposal day was held in June at Plains Automotive in Milford. 
The pond is being tested on a weekly basis and the has been reported to be clean. 
‘Mosquito control has been carried out with good effect. 


| The board condemned the former train depot building on Depot St. as unsafe and a danger to 
the public. 


Renewed the VNA contract. Arranged for health clinics to be held in the town hall rather than 
the Community House to allow for accessibility by handicapped persons.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Annual Report 


FY94 was a year of unusually low level of activity affecting Conservation Commission interests. Only 
four (4) Notice of Intent were filed this year, and only one (1) of those was for more than one (1) new 
home. The economy and very limited open land opportunities in Town combined to keep the level of 
construction activity depressed. 


The Conservation Commission continued to monitor construction activity that was ongoing from earlier 
applications, met on several occasions with representatives of other Town Boards for discussions of 
common interests, and participated in activities of regional interest affecting the Mill River Basin, 
Open Space and Recreational Planning, and the Blackstone Valley Watershed on a regional level. 


As the year closed, financial constraints continued to limit Commission activity other than responding 
to applications by residents fcr activities that fall within the wetlands regulations. This leaves us 
frustrated as a Commission with regard to implementing the Open Space and Recreation Plan and for 
joint concerns with the Board of Park Commissioners regarding developments and residents’ enjoyment 
of Mellen Street and Draper Field recreational complexes. In that regard, the Town Meeting did 
approve the Town's receipt of a gift of land off Lapworth Circle and plans by the School Committee to 
include recreational facilities as part of the project for a new elementary school promise some 
improvement in the near future. 


If the level of construction activity remains low, the attention and energy of the Conservation 
Commission will shift to a more active posture in developing additional Conservation lands and 
preserving Conservation interests along the Mill River Watershed. These initiatives, however, will 
have some impact on budget considerations at a time when our community faces several substantial 
issues otherwise. These discussions will have to be weighed along with other competing Town interests 
for those resources over the next several years.

FISCAL 1994 ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the residents of Hopedale, 
I hereby submit the Hopedale Police Department Annual Town Report. 


Fiscal 1994 was a year of rebuilding and reorganization for the 
Police Department. 


As a result of the resignation of Officer Naughton and promotions 
made from within the police department it was imperative to hire 
two new patrolmen in order to keep our manpower at a minimal 
staffing of nine full time officers. 


As previously stated there were two promotions within the police 
department in fiscal year 1994, Sergeant James Gardner was promoted 
to Lieutenant in July and Patrolman Richard Mank was promoted to 
Sergeant in August. Steven Sweet and John Gagnon who were appointed 
as full time patrolmen in June attended and graduated the eighteen 
week recruit police academy during the year. 


During the course of the year, we held several events such as, 
Bicycle Inspection and Registration, an Open House at the existing 
police department, a Halloween Parade and Party for the children, 
a Christmas Party and Dinner for our seniors, a Christmas Party and 
Visit with Santa for the children, the First Annual Hopedale Police 
and Fireman’s Ball, a Benefit Softball Game, and a Children I.D. 
Program. 


The D.A.R.E. program continued and was very successful. We plan on 
expanding the program to include High School students. 


Calls for service to the police department increased substantially 
compared to the stats of F.Y. 1993. Our present manpower has 
handled the influx of calls, however if this increase in calls is 
an indication of times to come we will need to address the issue of 
increasing the staff. 
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The issue of a proper police facility was debated and at the May 
town meeting an article to purchase the property at 70 Hopedale 
Street for the purpose of becoming the new Hopedale Police 
Department facility was voted on and passed unanimously. Plans to 
move into the new facility have been delayed, however I am 
optimistic and feel we should be in the new building in December or 
January. 


Discussions of regionalization/sharing of services with other 
police departments continued, the possible first step would be to 
regionalize the enhanced 911 service with either the Town of Mendon 
or the Town of Upton. No decision has been made as to where the 
E-911 service will be located. 


I want to thank the residents, Town Boards and Departments for 
their support and assistance. I look forward to working in unison 
with all parties during my tenure as Chief of Police. I especially 
want to extend my thanks to the members of the Hopedale Police 
Department. These men and women are a dedicated, sincere, and 
loyal group of individuals whom have showed their support for me 
and always give 110% . 


My intent was, and will always be, to maintain the demeanor of the 
Police Department personnel so as to being a people’s police 
department. As Chief of Police, I feel we have achieved this goal, 
along with maintaining our professional image, and always 
remembering we are here to protect, to serve, and to interact with 
the public.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
Hopedale | herewith submit the report of the Hopedale Fire 
Department for July 1, 1993 to June 30, 1994. 


During the year there were 509 responses by apparatus to 
incidents and a total of 1,272 services provided by the 
department. The department responded to 23 structure fires a 
decrease of 5 from FY'93 and 11 motor vehicle fires which 
caused and estimated $67,900.00 in property damage. Once 
again calls for emergency medical services increased by 15%, 
investigations by apparatus increased by 22%. Overall 
fire/EMS volume increased by 7% or 36 more responses. 


As a result of Town Meeting action specifications were 
written and advertised for 1,250 Gallon Per Minute Class "A" 
Pumper and Medium Duty Walk In Rescue Truck. The Board of 
Selectmen signed contracts with Blanchard Fire Apparatus Inc. 
2.0. Box 42 17 Winter Street Woodville, Massachusetts for the 
Slass "A" Pumper for $153,017.00 and E.J. Murphy Company P.O. 
30x 58 17 Winter Street Woodville, Massachusetts for the 
Medium Duty Walk In Rescue for $90,900.00. The new pumper 
Nill replace a 1961 pumper and the rescue the present 1979 
non-walk in rescue. The new rescue will also have Class V 
Ambulance.transport capacity and four wheel drive. 


| wish to acknowledge the cooperation and assistance of the 
town hall staff and Town Coordinator Gaffney in bidding 
procedures and financial arrangements as well as the Board of 
Selectmen and Finance Committee. 


Slow but steady forward progress continues to be made toward 
the implementation of Enhanced 9-1-1. Several site reviews 
and recommendations were made by the State Telecommunications 
Board and the data base is continually updated. During the 
month of December intense talks with the Town of Upton took 
place in regard to Upton performing Hopedale's Enhanced 9-1-1 
dispatching. Despite joint efforts shared dispatch at this 
time could not be brought to realization. 


In June after two months of advertisements in the local paper 
and cable T.V. 9 call firefighter/operators and one 
substitute firefighter were appointed. This brings the call 
department back to full staffing of 21 members. 
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As in the past the majority of the call firefighters work out 
of town and are not available for day time responses. Serious 


consideration should be given to adding an additional 
firefighter daytimes Monday through Friday. 


As well as general training in fire and emergency medical 
services three major training programs were conducted during 
the year they were: Hazardous Materials Decontamination 6 
hours at no cost by Fire District #14 under a grant program, 
Blood Borne Pathogens 8 hours taught by Lt./EMT Mark Bucchino 
in house. Video program courtesy of Central Massachusetts 
Emergency Medical Services and through Municipal Hire 
Contract the Massachusetts Fire Academy taught the 12 hour 
Incident Command System. These programs met the departments 
requirements as required under SARA | and I1/1! for hazardous 
material training, command and federal regulations for 
employees exposed to blood and body fluids. A mutual aid 
drill was also conducted with the Town of Mendon which 
involved live fire training in an abandoned house. 


It was a busy year for weather related problems for the fire 
service with the heavy winter snows, rains of March which 
caused basement flooding and the dry spring conditions which 
caused a major forest fire which burned over twenty acres and 
endangered property valued at over 1,024,600.00. Over seven 
mutual aid towns and the state forestry division were needed 
to contain the fire which burned of Greene Street and Harel 
House Road. 


The Underground Storage Tank program was very active this 
year with many tank removals and installations throughout the 
town. Several sites were found to have contamination and 
Department of Environmental Protection was notified as 
required. On a similar note during January the supply and 
return oil lines from the Public Safety Building rotted out 
and had to be replaced which was no small task with the over 
three feet of ground frost. Luckily no oi!] leaked into the 
soil adjacent to the pipes. New copper oi] lines with 
secondary containment were installed. 


Within the FY‘'94 budget the department was able to 
reinstitution the school fire safety program. Chief and 
firefihgters visited all classes in grade K-6 and presented 
audio visual and print fire safety programs using the 
National Fire Prevention Association Learn Not To Burn 
curriculum. | wish to thank the firefighters who volunteered 
there time and extreme cooperation of school system and 
teachers. This program reached over 550 students. 
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In September the Hopedale Fire Department was formally 
accepted into Fire District #14 but maintained all mutual aid 


agreements within Fire District #7. District #14 provides a 
completely trained and equipped hazardous materials team. In 
the past Hopedale was uncovered in the event of hazardous 
materials incident. | addition the district provides 
comprehensive dispatching through ten alarm response card and 
cataloging of town resources. The district also employees a 
full time coordinator to apply for and administer various 
grant programs. 

As in the past |! would respectfully request that a capitol 
building and equipment plan be adopted. The Public Safety 
building needs basic and structural repairs and maintenance. 
In the next ten years three capitol equipment expenditures 
will need to be made to maintain our current level of two 
front line pumpers, ladder truck, reserve pumper and brush 
truck. Additional funds are also vital for replacement of 
self contained breathing apparatus and fire hose. Some SCBA 
units are over 30 years old and some hose dates back to the 
1930's.

1994. 


Thankfully there were no severe weather problems this year as 
in the past three years with winter snows and hurricanes. 
Some flooding conditions were encountered in the early part 
of March with heavy and rapid snow pack melt. 


Emphasis for FY'94 was disaster medical supply capabilities 
for shelter use and natural disaster. Statements of 
Understanding and Shelter Agreements with the American red 
Cross and Hopedale Public Schools were signed. And shelter 
and feeding capabilities were reassessed and cataloged. 


Monthly Checker Board drills were participated in by the fire 
department. RACES Officer Jay Appell continued to serve as 
Radio Officer with his vast knowledge of the civilian 
communications. Jay also participated in the monthly radio 
drills and kept in close contact with Milford's radio 
officer. 

Severe weather warnings were also disseminated through the 
fire department as conditions warranted. 


Emergency generator systems at the town hall and public 
safety building should be replaced. The town hail system is 
inoperable. !n an emergency the town hall and highway garage 
would not have power which would result in severe operational 
problems in an emergency. 

Thank you to all the town staff who assisted during the year 
and Superintendent Hayes who assisted with shelter 
information and mass feeding program.

SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Annual Report 
1993-1994 


FY94 was a watershed year for the Hopedale School Building Committee as years of planning and 
growing school space need resulted in the Town Meeting's support for an elementary school project in 
October. The project which was approved by the Town Meeting in October was for a 32,000 square 
foot addition on Memorial School and renovation of the existing plant, a project that will result in the 
Memorial Elementary School housing 625 students, K-6. 


The project was approved for $6.7M which, with financing at the time of the projections, resulted in a 
total project cost of $10.1M. Of this amount, the projected State participation at 71% equals $7.1M 
and reduces the Town's contribution to $3.0M. Of the $3.0M, $2M is the equivalent savings from rent 
at Hartford Avenue School over the projected financing period and results in the Town having to supply 
only $1M additional, new money over the twenty year financing period. 


As with all major capital projects, this project was hotly contested and resulted in strong emotions on 
both sides of the question before it prevailed. Despite Building Committee and Board of Selectmen 
recommendation and support, a debt exclusion question to assist the financing of the project on two 
ballot attempts during the year requiring the full impact of the project's financing to be taken from 
current operating budgets as those impacts occur. 


The political activity surrounding the recommendation to the Town Meeting and the two ballot questions 
occurred while the Building Committee was moving forward with its architect to develop a project 
according to the requirements of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for an elementary school. The 
remainder of the year was spent completing its application in preparing the project to go to bid. 


As the year closed, notification was received from the School Building Assistance Bureau that the 
project application was complete and was awaiting only the final approval and ranking by the State 
Board of Education. Bids were out, applications for Clerk of the Works were being accepted, and the 
with high hopes that all remaining events would go on scheduled, the Committee looked forward to what 
it hoped would be Board of Education approval in mid-July with ground-breaking early in August.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1993-1994 School Year 


State-wide Education Reform dominated the news about public education this year. Locally, the Ed 
Reform initiative helped sustain the excitement and renewal of recent years’ success. 


The Hopedale School Committee lost a long time member with the retirement of Michael Milanoski who 
was succeeded in the March elections by Linda Luckraft. Leonard Garabedian successfully stood for 
reelection and was named Chairman of the School Committee for the 1994 period at the annual 
reorganization of the Committee in March. Jeanne McGuane was elected Vice-Chair. 


Town Meeting's approval of the $6.7M renovation and expansion project for Memorial School draws 
successful conclusion to more than seven years of planning for school space needs. The school 
population closed the year in June with 942 students, up from 910 the previous year. With 56 students 
graduating and 90 entering grade 7, that growth will continue for the next several years and made the 
elementary project an absolute necessity. 


The evaluation process at the Jr.-Sr. High School reached a successful conclusion with the visiting 
committee commending several areas of the program in its final report and the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges awarding a continuing accreditation status for a ten year period. 


Community involvement with the schools reached an all time high this year. Both SPEAC and Friends of 
Music were rejuvenated and broadened with the addition of new parents. P.A.C.E. membership 
continued its strong financial commitment to the elementary program and committed more than 3,500 
volunteer hours of service to the program this past year. The Boosters Club continued its strong level 
of moral and financial support for the secondary school program, the bulk of which came from the 
annual fund-raiser golf tournament. Memorial School continued its business partnership with 
Massachusetts Electric and the Advisory Committee that keeps that program strong, while school Site 
Councils were established at each building location under the aegis of Ed Reform. Those Councils met 
throughout the year and submitted a plan to the Hopedale School Committee at their May meeting. 


Our efforts to develop the full Technology Plan received a major boost this year with substantial 
donations from the Hopedale Foundation and Hopedale Cable Access Corporation. By year's end, three 
full technology labs were available at the Jr.-Sr. High School, and also house a satellite linked, distance 
learning classroom. The purchase of the new Macintosh computers for the High School made the 
equipment available for the first ever computer lab at the elementary school, and system-wide we now 
have a computer ratio below ten to one. With -virtually all new equipment, that ratio should improve 
significantly with the opening of the new portion of the elementary school in 1995. 


School Choice continued to be a controversial part of the Ed Reform efforts. Locally, the Hopedale 
School Committee continued as a Choice community and we benefitted from 35 incoming students from 
neighboring communities with a total revenue from those tuitions of $92,377. That money helped 
reduce the impact of 42 outgoing students which cost the community $115,350. 
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The choices inside of the Hopedale Schools continued to expand as the multi-age classes in the 
elementary school grew to include grades 5 and 6. Elementary Principal, Andrea Hallion was a panel 
presenter at the National Convention of Elementary School Principals and the Memorial School Multi- 
Age Program was a destination for more than 100 visitors this spring as the multi-age classroom 
effort pushes wider nationally. 


The Blue Raider Girls Varsity Field Hockey team brought Hopedale its first State Championship with the 
Division || Field Hockey crown in November. Coach Debbie Gorman and her squad took on the best in the 
state and prevailed before a large, proud crowd of supportive community residents and parents. That 
unbelievable feat was nearly duplicated by the Softball team this spring who came just one run shy of 
the State Championship in Division II| Softball. Our Golf team were, again, Tri-Valley Champions and 
our Boys Basketball team went to the Central Mass. Semi-Finals. All-in-all, significant achievements 
from a small population in one year. 


1993-94 saw the retirement from the school system of Mrs. Margaret Fairbanks, Mrs. Lucille Ela, 
Mrs. Janet Wagman, and Mrs. Carol Hoffman who combined for more than 110 years of outstanding 
service and commitment to our community's children. All who were touched by their work over the 
years have wished them a long, happy and healthy retirement. 


Education Reform has provided increased funding through State aid of more than $600,000 during the 
last two years. This significant improvement in the State's commitment to supporting local public 
education has almost singularly been responsible for maintaining our school system's outstanding level 
of commitment and achievement, yet it continues to require an enormous effort from our local 
taxpayers to maintain our community as well as our school system at the levels that we have chosen to 
support. That issue will not disappear as we confront the requirements of maintaining a modern 
comprehensive public school system over the next few years. 


At the same time, the staff and administration of the Hopedale Schools are proud of our affiliation and 
feel privileged at the opportunity to serve your young people. We commit our energies to an efficient, 
well managed, modern, public school system and the very best educational opportunity that our 
available resources can provide. 


As we look to 1994-95 and beyond, the excitement of the building project, the continued promise of 
Education Reform, and the continued expectations and support of our public provide us significant 
challenge and unmatched opportunity. We reflect upon the past with pride, we look forward to our 
future with hope and anticipation.
